Rome, May 31—Sweeping down on 
Hie highlands of Macedonia and A l­ 
bania, great bunds of irregular sol­ 
diers today threatened to start anoth­ 
er Balkan war which may involve all 
of Europe. 
The fighters— almost all bandits in 
their mode of warfare but being driv­ 
en by strong nationalist feeling, en­ 
tered foreign countries. 
Pillage 
and 
arson 
marked 
their 
trail. 
The governments thus taunted 
immediately planned to raise fun os 
to combat them. 
The 
old 
Balkan 
troubles were involved in the fighting 
Greece wants more land 
to the 
north; 
Bulgaria wants 
to 
reclaim 
some of territory lost in the war, and 
Serbia wants to retain 
her newly 
won lands. 
Latest reports received here show­ 
ed the situation especially critical in 
Macedonia and Albania, whose prob­ 
lems were not settled by tile treaties 
of St. Germaine and Severs. 
Reports showed tiiat large hands of 
irregulars have been recruited thru- 
out the Balkans, almost every por­ 
tion of the war torn region having 
contributed 
their share of tighth.g 
men. The governments back of them 
are armed to protect their legitimate 
interests.
